Donations were raised from 
the whole area — life memberships were 
given for payment of a $10.00 member— 
ship fee and for donation of 10 days 
labor or more on the hall. It was a 
slow process, the first meeting to be 
held in the new building was that of 
the executive on August 24, 1940, but 
the building was not fully completed 
until 1946. Dr. Poirier continued in 
the president's chair until 1945. It 
is interesting to note that today's 
president, Mr. Henry Terrault, was a 
member of the original board of direct- 
ors, and that a number of other original 
executive members are still active with 
the league. 

Through the years, many donations 
were made to community projects, part- 
icularly sports, and these were financ= 
ed largely through community hall rent- 
als. ‘The league sent many parcels to 
local boys overseas during the war, and 
organized and financed big community 
picnics. Now, with the community itself 
changing in so many ways, and with the 
population nearly five times what it 
was when the League began its work, 
many changes are taking place in its 
structure and in the nature of its work. 
To guide it through 1962, the executive 
in addition to Mr. Terrault includes as 
vice-presidents Mr. J. Gagnon and Mr. 

I Brewster, and a Bsoard of directors 
including Miss Ann Narie Blair (daught- 
er of the original Secretary), hur.

THE PRIME MINISTER MEETS THE PRESS

A short time ago, your publisher, 
Mr. Netelebos, and your reporter had 
the privilege of attending Viscount 
Amory's Press Conference in Edmonton. 
On Saturday, Mr. Netelenbos and I were 
again fortunate in being invited to 
participate in a Press Conference held 
by Mr. Diefenb.:er, Prime Minister of 
Canada, at CFRN ''V studio. Mr. Diefen= 
baker took part in the Television Pro- 
gram "Face the Newsmen" which was taped 
for release at 6:00 p.m. Sunday. We 
hope most of you saw it then, it was 
quite interesting. Participating were 
Mr. Ab. Douglas of [FRN TV, Mr. Walt 
Rutherford of CJCA, Mr. Wally Strang of 
CHED and Mr. Graham Trotter of Canadian 
Press, Ottawa. Mr. Diefenbaker answer- 
ed many questions, adroitly fielding 
some of them and tossing them back to 
the sender, going into considerable de= 
tail on others. Questions ranged from 
the need for Deficit Financing, which, 
the Prime Minister pointed out, was 
made necessary to pay for greater assi- 
stance to the Provinces and Hospital 
Insurance, both authorized by his pre=- 
decessors in office, through the Bill 
of Rights, Constitutional Amendments, 
European Common market, relations with 
Cuba, Nuclear Weapons, Taxation, and 
many other points. He tossed a couple 
of barbed remarks in the direction of 

ir. Hazen Argue and his newly formed 
friendship with the official opposition 
but on the whole refrained from much 
reference to his political opponents; 

It had been hoped that Mr. Diefen- 
baker could spend another half an hour 
answering questions from the various 
representatives of the press besides 
those taking part in the television 
program - unfortunately, he was delayed 
in arriving at the studio and a very 
tight schedule prevented him from spend- 
ing more than five or six minutes with 
the rest of us — not long enough to get 
in the odd questions we were dying to 
ask. when asked if he might take some 
action regarding the proposal by lir. 
Kruschiev on space co-operation he point 
ed out that ever since 1957 he has been 
asking for such co-operation and that 
in 1959 and 1960 he proposed an inter- 
national Space Agency and the restric- 
tion of the use of space to peaceful 
purposes only. 

Following lir. Diefenbaker's depart- 
ure for other appointments, the press 
were entertained by lr. and Mrs. G.R.A. 
Rice and CFRN TV, when it was indeed 
pleasant for us to meet many of the 
news figures familiar to us but not per- 
sonally known. We know that we are 
still a small paper, and it pleases us 
to be included in such a meeting - part- 
ly because it gives us such a good op= 
portunity to sing the praises of our 
town. You'd be surprised too, how many 
people are interested in St. Albert - 
it makes us very proud.

Lid you ever get behind the scenes 
in a bakery? We did, when our host was 
Mr. Peter Zuidema, who owns and operate 
the new Grandin Bakery in Grandin Shop= 
pers' Park. We had a wonderful time, 
comparing the housewife's kitchen and 
methods with the modern equipment and 
methods used professionally. How would 
you like a mixer with a 90 quart bowl 
and paddles a foot across? We saw them 
mixing a lovely creamy icing, but with 
other beaters, it makes bread dough, 
cake batters and a multitude of other 
things. Most of us use pastry boards 
when we make buns or pie crust = how 
would you like one about 4x10 feet, the 
whole top of a big table? That big 
specially treated hardwood table-top 
looked like a wonderful place to work. 

Other major equipment,not found in 
the ordinary kitchen we might add in- 
cludes a "prover", a temperature and 
humidity controlled cabinet where yeast 
doughs may rise under exactly the right 
conditions; a big walk-in cooler and 
"moulder" in which measured quantities 
of bread dough are kneaded and rolled 
into perfectly shaped rolls. 

And the ovens: They hold 132 loaves 
at a time, on five big rotating shelves. 
We watched big fluffy buns in various 
shapes, turn a golden brown in 10 min- 
utes baking and come out fragrant and 
hot, to be brushed with a lavish quant- 
ity of pure melted butter before being 
placed in the cooling racks. We saw 
delicious looking cakes and were rather 
pleased when we saw them tested for 
doneness just as we would ourselves, by 
a delicate touch on the surface - if it 
sprang back into place the cake was 
done. 

Then we saw a cake being decorated 
with an artistry that was fascinating 
to watch. First the basic icing, then 
a piped border, then roses - great 
lovely ones that you could almost smell, 
placed in just the right arrangement 
with a place on the other side for the 
name of the recipient. We asked about 
ordering specially decorated cakes - 
it seems you can get a wedding cake 
decorated with two days' notice - Mr. 
Zuidema keeps a stock of fruit cakes 
made ahead and carefully aged for the 
best flavour. If you want a birthday 
cake, it can be decorated to suit your 
requirements while you wait, something 
rather unique in our experience of bak- 
ers.

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HOUSK, PLANTS 


Part 2) by Andre Gate 


Temperature and light 
The knowledge of plants needs, may 


be a great help in selection of tropical 
plants such as Philondendrons, Dracean- 
as, Palms, Rubber Plants, Bromeliads, 
Snake Plants and the most of Ferns do 
well between 68 and 72°K for a daytime 
temperature. wut some plants prefer 
lower temperatures in order to thrive 
as such Geraniums, luschias, English 
Ivy, Matshedera, Begonias, etc. . grow 
best if the day temperature is between 
55 and 60 F, 

uxcessively high temperatures, es= 
pecially if accompanied by poor light 
conditions result in weak, soft growth, 
poor flowering, pale coloring and are 
much more susceptible to pests and di- 
seases. Temperatures that are too low 
also may have bad effects; slow growth, 
may cause the foliage to turn yellowish 
bluish or reddish and also cause the 
leaves and the other plant parts to be 
smaller than normal. 

when you are selecting locations for 
plants it is well to take into account 
the fact that, temperatures are apt to 
vary considerably even in different 
varts of the same room. A few tests 
with a thermometer may be made to ascer 
tain just what the conditions are. But 
if most plants need strong day-light, 
such flowering kinds which require at 
least three or four hours of sun daily.

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You can however grow shade-tolerant 
plants in a dim corner if you move them 
into a window for an hour or two every 
day, or you can provide artificial 
light by turning on the lights regular- 
ly for sever#l hours each day; as such; 
biffenbachia, Draceanas, Godseffianas, 
Sanderianas, Synganium and most of 
Philondendrons. 

The Common symptoms shown by plants 
receiving too little light is the 
plants tend to grow thin and spindly, 
to have their leaves spaced excessively 
widely on the stems, to bend markedly 
towards the source of light and to flow 
er sparsely or not at all. Most of 
foliage plants, such as Philodendrons, 
produce leaves much smaller than normal 
when grown in excessive shade.— But the 
plants exposed to too strong light are 
a loss of green coloring with a notice- 
able yellowing of the foliage and often 
a scorching or browning of those facts 
of the leaves that are most exposed. 

So for example on the window facing 
North this plant will thrive very well; 
Cissus Antartica, Peperomias, Photos, 
Aralias, Gracillima, Saint Paulias etc. 
On the window facing North - East or 
North - West with 2 or 3 hours of sun. 
Crotons, Cyclamens, Fatshederas, Begon- 
ias. On the window facing Kast or West 
Dieffenbachia, Draceanas, |*ittonias, 
harantas, Tradescantias, Saxifrage 
Sarmentosa. On the window facing

ST. ALBERT RATEPAYERS 
HEAR GROWTH REPORTS 


The greatest expansion in the hist- 
ory of St. Albert was reported at the 
annual ratepayers' meeting. Only about 
50 persons braved the coldest night of 
the winter to hear reports from the 
Board of Administrators and a financial 
summary of the town's business. 

The total assessment was more than 
$6,000,000, and the deficit on the year 
operations $22,000 over revenue which 
were $576,499. Such deficits were ant— 
icipated when the community was granted 
new Town status some years ago, as an 
inevitable part of expansion from a pop: 
ulation of about 1,000 ten years ago, 
to over 5,000 today. However the per 
capita debt is steadily decreasing, 
thanks to the policy of prepayment of 
all utilities on development of new 
areas. The town has for several years 
used a "do it yourself" method of hand- 
ling expansion of its utilities, using 
the town's labor force and renting e- 
quipment where necessary. 

Also in opening up new residential 
areas the town takes over the develon= 
ment of properties from private owners 
and arranges land sales, thereby per- 
mitting an orderly system of develop- 
ment, area by area, which has proven 
satisfactory. 

As an example of land demand in St. 
Albert, 360 serviced lots were avail-= 
able at the end of December, and only 
1l were still available by the end of

January. Chairman of the Board of Ad- 
ministrators, W. J. Veness, reported 
building permits for 1961 totalling 
$4,105,483, and said 283 new homes were 
occupied, increasing the population 
from 3,800 to approximately 5,000, 
ing the year .7 of a mile of storm 
ers 1.8 miles of water mains, 1.7 miles 
of sanitary sewers, 2.3 miles of paved 
streets and 7.4 miles of gravel streets 
were added. This brings the town's 
total street mileage to 36 miles. A 
major artery, McKenney Avenue, was pav- 
ed with the help of a contribution of 
$45,000 from the provincial government. 

The town spent $10,000 on skating 
rinks which have permitted a very ex- 
tensive schedule of junior and senior 
hockey as well as skating. The Poard 
of Administrators is acting as a rec- 
reation board until the appointment of 
full time director becomes financially 
practicable. 

In connection with fluoridation of 
the Town's water supply, authorized by 
plebiscite last October, Mr. Veness 
announced that the long delay has been 
due to the non-arrival of certain ess- 
ential equipment from the United States 
Some of this arrivei some time ago, and 
only this weekend the town has been ad- 
vised that the rest is now in Hdmonton. 
Preparations for fluoridation should 
be complete in about 10 days. 

The most active discussion at the 
meeting centred around the desirability 
of a swimming pool. The meeting unan- 
imously favored construction of a year- 
round swimming pool at the earliest 
practicable date.

There has been a great deal of pub- 
licity in the last few years in regards 
to the amount of domination exercised 
by International Unions on their Canad 
ian counterparts. Canadian locals of 
International Unions have almost comp- 
lete autonomy in the conduct of their 
affairs and in respect to decisions 


made by the local unions with some safe- 


guards.

Canada. In order to protect an indiv- 
idual's rights under this plan, before 
the membership of a local union can go 
on strike, authorization must be obtain: 
ed from the International office. 

This is usually granted automatic- 
ally, providing that all legal formal- 
ities in that area have been met. Fail: 
ure to request such authorization by 
the Local Union would not necessarily 
prevent them from going out on strike, 
but would deny them any of the benefits 
of the strike fund or any other support 
that the International Union could pro- 
vide. 

In the Province of Alberta, we have 


the Labour Act which defines the proced 
ure that a local union must follow be- 
fore they are in a legal position to 


take strike action. Under the provis- 
ions of the Alberta Labour Act as they 
are set out today, it could and has 
taken some local unions a year or more 
to negotiate a collective agreement 
with their employer. 

The Labour Act provides for certain 
steps that must be undertaken. 


STEP 1 


The union concerned must obtain the 
consent of a majority of the employees 
to act on their behalf as the bargain- 
ing agent. The union must then apply 
to the Board of Industrial Relations 
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PH.599-37187 
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(A departnent of the Provincial Govern- 
ment) for certification. 


STEP 2 

Upon receiving certification, the 
union then has the right to request the 
employer to sit down and bargain on be= 
half of all the employees. 


STP 3 

lf the parties fail to reach a coll- 
ective agreement, either the union or 
the employer may apply to the Depart- 
ment of sabour to appoint a conciliatia 
commissioner. The commissioner's main 
duties are to see if a solution can be 
worked out which is satisfactory to 
both parties. 


STEP 4 

If the parties fail to reach agree- 
ment, then either the employer or the 
union may apply to the Minister of Lab-= 
our for the appointment of a concilia- 
tion board, which is comprised of a re= 
presentative of the employer and a re= 
presentative of the employees. The 
two representatives in turn select a 
neutral chairman. If they cannot agree 
on a chairman, then the Minister of Lab: 
our is authorized to appoint one. 

This board has wide powers in gather: 
ing evidence. They call both sides to- 
gether, hear what presentations they 
care to make justifying their position, 
and on the basis of the facts submitted, 
they make their award which is not bind: 
ing to either party. Acceptance by 
both parties, however, brings about a 
collective agreement. Acceptance or re: 
jection of the conciliation board award 
is determined by a Government supervis- 
ed secret ballot vote of the employees 
affected. 
vEEP 2 

Upon rejection of the award by eith- 
er side, the employer may “lock out" 
his employees, or the employees may re- 
quest a Government supervised secret 
ballot strike vote. If a majority of 
the employees vote in favour of strike 
action, they are then in a legal posi-

All of the Five Steps can average 
from 30 days to 3 months each, and the 
union membership must be consulted and 
| their wishes determined at every step. 
The leval formalities as I have out- 
: lined prevent any autocratic dictation 

from National or International officers 
outside the Local Union. 

The Gordon Jommission (Royal Commiss- 
ion on Janada's Economic Prospects) ma- 
de a careful investigation of the oper- 
ations of International Unions and re- 
ported: 

"Headquarters officials (of internat- 
ional unions) sometimes participate dir- 
ectly in Canadian negotiations; but to 
the extent that they do this is normally 
at the invitation of the Canadian local, 
in an advisory and technical capacity, 
within the framework of- requests est- 
ablished by the local and with an ob- 
servable bias toward moderation and re- 
straint." 

The Commission added: 

"Not a single case has been found 
where a Vanadian local has gone on 
strike under orders from International 
headquarters . . e In practice the 
| general pattern would seem to be as fol- 
| lows: The initial decision on whether 
| or not to strike is taken at the local 

level. Approval by international head- 
| quarters is typically formal and grant- 
ed as a matter of course."

Behind 
the 


BERLIN | 
Wall 


There are few openings in the ugly 
wall which separates East and West Ber: 
lin, but we drove through one of them 
on Christmas eve. My husband, a Ber= 
liner living in Italy, is no longer con: 
Sidered a West Berliner by the East Gerf 
mans. He is therefore the only member 
of his family allowed to visit his aged 
grandparents in East Berlin. 

So with our midget car filled with 


sgifts, we drove to the remote part of 


the city where it is possible to get 
through. Patient waiting eventually 
brought its reward, and after our pap- 
ers had been checked three times and 
the the car thoroughly searched, per- 
mission was given by the border guards. 
Even a bag of apples was suspect, each 
piece of fruit was scrutinized and the 
wrapping was taken from every gift. 

But the joy of the grandparents soon 
compensated for the irritation caused 
by zealous officialdom. 

Opa, as they call the grandfather in 
German, is 88 years old. His excited 
greeting drew a reproof from Oma, the 
grandmother, who is 86. 

"Goodness sakes, "Mann"" (for the 
older generation address each other as 
liann and Frau), "you'll have the com— — 
munists here in a jiffy if you keep 
that up." 

Last summer both Opa and Oma were in 

West Berlin visiting their daughter, 
uy mother-in-law. Sometimes they would 
stay in the West sector for a week or 
so, Oma to help in the kitchen and Opa 
in the garden. They had always been 
free to come and go as they liked. Be- 
ing old, they had decided to remain for f 
the few precious years of their life in 
their home in East Berlin. ‘heir daugh- 
ter could always visit them when they 
were ill. That was before the border 
was closed on August the 13th. 

When that day came they found then- 
selves among the lucky few on the right

It is 44 years since Opa bought his 
house in wast Berlin. The comb factory 
which he so proudly built beside it so- 
on became a thriving business. He cla=- 
ims that he is not bald today because 
of one of his patented round combs for 
men. iie was one who invested his money 
in new machinery for the factory, al- 
ways Keeping one step ahead. The house | 
liad central heating, a wonder at that | 
time, and even the bathroom was cosy 
and warm on cold winter days. but | 
those pleasant times ended with world 
War 2. The factory was destroyed by | 
bombs while the family was sheltered 
in the basement. 
so now the house stands alone. 


According to the new Fast Geruan regime 
Cpa is allowed to keep two rooms only 
ot the house to himself, a bed-room anc 
a living room, because there are two 
people left in his family.

room only. Beside the fancy central 
heating, now out-of-use, stands an old- 
fashioned coal stove. 

"Do you have enough coal, Opa?" 
"Yes, child, but occasionally, for fun, 
I chop up some of our furniture and put 
it in. I don't want to leave anything 
for the communists. I carry the coal 
up from the basement, but lately my arm 
has been in such pain with rheumatism 
that I can't bring as much as before." 

Then we asked about a doctor. Yes, 
Opa had lined up in the queue at the 


' doctor's which stretched out into the 


street. The busy physician could see 


' him for a mere minute, and as for drugs 


there is a great shortage. But we had 
defied the regulations to bring him 
some pills. 

"Now, I had the same thing," said 
Oma, “and I cured myself with cold com-= 
presses of vinegar." Oma has a medical 
boox which must date back to the middle 
ages. For example: cure for a pain on 
the left side of the stomach; hold the 
right hand over it. Cure for a pain 
on the right side of thestomach: hold 
the left hand over it for five minutes. 
Most important, however, is that she 
absolutely believes in her cures. Opa 


| hand anywhere for as long as he likes 
but nothing ever stops paining him. 

We went back several times between 
christmas and the New Year. Oma, with- 
out hot water or any of the other con- 
veniences, to which she was accustomed 
so long, is still queen of her kitchen. 
Her duck is the best I have ever tasted, 
And the traditional Christmas cake was 
delicious. The butter for baking came 
from under the counter at the corner 
dairy. "After all we have been good 
customers for 44 years." The thought 
of having to cook with margarine makes 
Oma shudder. "I'd rather not bake at 
all than bake with that horrible stuff!" 

Oma is the proud one in the family. 
The Jhristmas presents she receives 
bother her now that she has nothing to 
give in return. She coaxed me to take 
the gifts back and suggested relatives 
whose need was greater than hers, but 
we saw through her excuses. 

Grandmother was more than worried 
about the apples. "I wish they would 
realize that we are not starving here. 
Kvery so often a man comes around to 
control the household, in order to see 
that no one hoards food. tveryone is 
buying flour and fat and essentials and 
putting them away as they think that 
there will be another war. But it is 
forbidden and just the other day the 
woman down the street was put into jail 
for three months for hoarding foods" 

Since that fateful day in August re- 
latives who never thought of Opa and 
Oma before have begun sending packages 
with food and clothing. sut none of 
the millions of Christmas parcels sent 
to Wast serlin and Hast Germany last 
year was delivered to the door. Opa 
stood in line for half a day at the 
post-office after he got a notice that 
a package from west Germany was waiting 
for him. If it had come from Kast Ger= 
many it would have been delivered. Th- 
ere were so many packages and so little 
space that the parcels were put out in 
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the onen, with a rough sort of cover 
over them, exposed to rain and snow 
and hail until the addressees picxed 
them up. In hast Berlin, a kind deed 
is just a burden. 

The return trip to west Berlin was 
like coming back from the city of the 
dead. Our car was the only one on the 
street. On a few corners almond-eyed 
Russian soldiers in fur hats stood smi~ 
ling at each other. At the border in 
mast Jerlin some people stood waving, 
hoping to be able to catch sight of a 
familiar figure a hundred yards away. 
Later, we learned that those waving 
on Jhristmas eve or Christmas day were 
out in prison. 

In ast Berlin barbed wire and armed 
guards isolate the wall, so on the west: 
ern side we examined it closely. wor 
530 miles it stretches, topped with bro-=- 
ken glass and barbed wire, illuminated

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at night to prevent escape to the free 
world. The most horrible place is the 
Bernauerstrasse, where wreaths lie in 
meniory of those who tried to jump to 
freedom from the windows of houses on 
the boundary. 


There we saw the Church of the Recon: 
ciliation (Versoehnungs-kirche) which 
stands on #astern soil. before last 
August it was used vy berliners fron 
both sides, indeed it stood as a symbol 
of unity between East and west. But 
now the entrance has been walled off 
and the doors and windows are bricked 
up. The homeless congregation, like 
others in Berlin, has been split by an 
ugly wall. 

The difference between wast and west 
was made more emphatic at Christmas 
time by the candles which burned in 
every wind’: in west Berlin. while 
tree candles are a German tradition, 
those in the windows are new symbols of 
hone of "goodwill toward men". 

yack in the comfort of our west Ber= 
lin home the first act wasto turn on 
the television, for even on Christimas 
eve the news is important. 

"Nothing has happened, it never will’ 
said Uncle werner. He is an optimist. 
Aunt Grete claims she is willing to tun 
communist if West Berlin is taken, for 
then she will no longer have faith in 
the Western powers. 

Mutti, my mother-in-law, expressed 
her hope. "Surely nothing will happen 
to our city. Look at the thousands of 
foreign students who have come to the 
university." 

"Yes", someone answered, "but they 
are not afraid. How can they be, when 
they have not lived through what we 
have experienced?" 

ve were silent then as we thought 
of the future and what it might hold. 
Not merely for those on either side of 
the sinister wall, but for all others, 
free or imprisoned, throughout the 
world.
